The party 
was camped at the 2,600 foot level 
within 60 yards of the Java slide, 

Darkness made escape extreme- 
ly dificult, All equipment had to 
be left behind. The party,/scram- 
bied and fell across a deep river 
bed at 3 o'clock jin the morning, 
just in time to escape being sur- 
rounded by red hot rocks and lava. 


All the party suffered severely 
from heavy, choking clouds of 
ashes and volcano dust. Huge 
masses of molten lava falling on 
all aides lighted he unmarked path 
of retreat. = : 

Those who, saw and ‘heard’ the 
eruption from! tho’ mountainefde:
